HEALTH  SERVICES. 


The  Lindsey  County  Council  has  a Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre,  a School  Clinic  and  a Tuborculosis  Clinic  at  its 
promises  at  No.  50,  Holydyke. 


Maternity  Homos  are  provided  by  tho  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board  at  Scunthorpe  and  Cleethorpos. 

An  ambulance  operated  by  tho  County  Council  is  stationed 
at  tho  County  Fire  Station,  Holydyko,  and  is  available  for  tho 
residents  of  Barton  and  tho  surrounding  district. 


Accommodation  for  Infectious  diseases  is  provided  by  tho 
Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  Brumby  and  olsowhoro. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations  are  carriodli' 
out  at  Lincoln. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  mains  water  supply  has  been  of  good  bacteriological 
quality.  Six  samples  have  been  taken  during  the  year  and  all  have 
been  reported  to  be  satisfactory.  In  addition  regular  samples  are 
taken  both  of  the  raw  and  treated  water  by  the  bulk  suppliers,  the 
North  Lindsey  Water  Board. 

The  extension  of  mains  has  enabled  moro  house  connoctions 
to  bo  made,  and  the  number  of  houses  connected  to  tho  main  supply  is 
steadily  incroasing. 


SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

I commend  to  your  careful  consideration  the  very 
thorough  work  done  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  as  shown  in  his  report. 

The  matter  of  housing  is  urgent,  and  must  bo  regarded  as 

such . 

Tuberculosis  is  still  prevalent,  but  it  is  decreasing,  and 
will,  I hope,  bo  ultimately  stamped  out. 

Tho  incidence  of  the  infectious  diseases  has  boon 
comparatively  small, 

Tho  new  houses  which  have  been  built  are  of  a good  typo 
and  I earnestly  hope  that  tho  tenants  will  keep  them  in  good 
condition.

. HOUSII^ 

The  work  carriod  out  during  the  year  in  connection  with  dwelling- 
houses  can  he  divided" into  throe  main  categories;  the  remedying  of  miner 
defects,  usually  hy  informal  action  under  the  Housing  Acts  or  Public  Health 
Aots;  the  treatment  of  certain  unfit  houses  hy  Statutory  action  under  Section  11, 
Housing  Act,  I936  and  the  completion  of  a hlock-hy-hlock  survey  of  dwelling- 
houses  in  the  district;  to  enable  decisions  on  future  housing  policy  to  he 
taken. 


The  Minor  repairs  carriod  out  are  usually  the  minimum  needed  to  render 
t the  property  weathertight  and  free  from  nuisances.  The  low  level  of  controlled 
rents  and  the  high  cost  of  building  labour  and  materials  m^Ikes  comprehensive 
repairs  under  Section  9,  Housing  Act,  I936,  unreasonably  expensive  in  many 
; cases.  This  situation  is  a result  of  the  application  of  pre-war  legislation 
to  pcst-war  conditions.  Regular  repair  and  maintenance  has  not  been  possible 
in  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years  with  consequent  deterioration  in  the  general 
housing  standard. 

This  has  produced  a number  of  houses  which  are  unfit  and  cannot  bo 
made  fit  at  a reasonable  expense.  Six  of  these  houses  have  been  dealt  with 
during  the  year,  using  Demolition  Order  proceduio.  In  every  case  the  owners 
have  given  undertakings  that  the  houses  will  not  be  used  again  for  human 
habitation.  This  system  is  useful  in  particular  cases,  but  it  is  not  to  be 
recommended  as  general  policy,  as  it  may  produce  derelict  buildings  which  will 
be  difficult  and  expensive  to  clear, 

A properly  planned  programme  of  demolition  and  the  rehousing  .of  the 
displaced  tenants  is  the  only  completely  satisfactory  method  of  dealing  with 
this  type  of  property. 

The  purpose  of  the  Housing  Survey  was  to  classify  the  dwelling-houses 
in  the  district  into  groups  thus  formiiig  a basis  for  future  action.  Detailed 
inspections  cf  each  house  were  net  made,  but  it  was  possible  to  classify  houses 
1 with  a fair  degree  of  accuracy  by  means  of  external  inspection,  personal 
i knowledge  and  records  already  available.  The  result  of  the  survey  was  that 
) 198  houses  were  classified  as  being  unfit  and  incapable  of  being  made  fit  at 
I a reasonable  expense;  of  those,  21  wore  in  such  a condition  as  to  warrant 
I early  action. 

With  this  basic  information,  it  should  bo  possible  for  a long  term 
I housing  programme  to  bo  worked  out  and  put  into  operation.

2,  POOD  INSPECTION  AND  POOD  PREMISES 
POOD  PREMISES 

Routine  visits  were  paid  to  food  promises  during  tho  year  and  records 
of  conditions  and  facilities  available,  wore  completed.  Supplies  of  constant 
hot  water  wore  provided  in  throe  instances  by  tho  owners  of  tho  property. 

There  is  scope  for  improvement  both  in  tho  structural  condition  of  tho 
buildings  and  in  tho  provision  of  washing  facilities  and  hot  water  supplies 
in  many  cases. 


lOE  CREAM 


Sampling  cf  ice  cream  and  routine  visits  tc  manufacturer  s’  and  retailers’ 
premises  were  continued  through  the  year.  The  results  of  the  hact eriological 
examination  of  samples  show  an  improvement  on  the  previous  year  and  may  indicate 
that  the  significance  of  efficient  cleansing  and  sterilisation  of  utensils  has 
"been  noted. 


Of  the  tv;enty  three  samples  taken,  seventeen  were  placed  in  Grade  1, 
tv;o  in  Grade  2,  two  in  Grade  3 and  two  in  Grade  4. 

MILK  SUPPLY 

The  milk  supply  tc  the  district  is  distributed  by  four  retailers.  Three 
of  these  sell  only  bottled  pasteurised  or  tuberculin  tested  milk,  the  fourth 
sells  ’’loose”  milk  which  is  produced  as  tuberculin  tested  but  is  sold  as 
undesignat od.  In  addition  there  arc  twenty-one  distributors  of  bottled 
sterilised  milk. 

Eight  samples  of  milk  of  various  designations  were  taken  during  the 
year  and  all  complied  with  the  statutory  tests  applicable  to  the  designation. 

In  addition,  cno  sample  was  taken  from  a producer  retailer  and  sent 
for  examination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  This  sample  was  taken 
f®r  the  Lindsey  County  Council  who  have  a duty  to  prevent  the  sale  of 
tuberculous  milk  in  the  County.

The  total  weight  of  moat  found  to  he  unfit  for  human  consumption  was 
17  tons,  11  cwts  which  included  12  tons,  6 cwts  from  casualties,  leaving  a haL 
of  5 tons,  5 cwts  from  animals  which  passed  through  the  grading  centre.  This 
weight  of  5 tons,  5 cwts  is  more  than  two  to:':s  less  than  in  the  previous  yeair 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  53  more  hcvines  of  all  t;;^es  and  303  more  pigs  v/ero 
slaughtered  in  I951  than  in  1950,  This  may  he  due  to  the  fact  that  a greater 
proportion  of  homo  hred  cattle  wore  slaughtered  in  I951  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

It  is  understood  that  additional  sla-ughtering  and  hanging  space  is  to  ■ 
he  provided  at  the  slaughterhouse  during  1952,  This  alteration  is  most  necesssi 
as  the  present  accommodation  is  inadequate  in  every  way,  particulai'ly  in  the 
autumn  peak  sla-ughtering  period, 

3.  WATER  SUPPLY 


Routine  samples  from  the  public  supply  and  a number  of  samples  from 
pumps  were  taken  and  sent  for  hactoriological  examination.  The  results  in 
respect  of  the  Public  supply  were  consistently  satisfactory.  Two  wells 
supplying  water  through  pumps  to  seven  houses  wore  found  to  he  seriously 
polluted  and  a mains  supply  of  water  was  provided.  In  addition  a number  of 
houses  were  connected  to  the  pi-'lDlic  mains  chiefly  in  connection  with  the 
conversion  of  earth  closets  to  water  closets. 

Approximately  64^  of  the  houses  in  the  district  have  an  internal  pipee^ 
supply,  24^  have  a shared  piped  supply  and  the  remaining  12^  reply  upon  pumps 
and  bores, 

A notable  development  during  the  year  was  the  completion  by  the  Northi 
Lindsey  Water  Board  of  two  high  pressure  mains  from  their  Barton  pumping 
station  to  reservoirs  outside  the  district.  By  special  agreement  with  the 
Board,  piped  supplies  have  been  drawn  from  these  mains  for  eight  farms  and 
their  adjoining  cottages,  situated  on  the  south  and  south-west  of  the  district* 
These  farms  had  previously  relied  upon  individual  pumps  and  bores,

It  will  he  noted  that  the  number  of  earth  closets  converted  to  water 
closets  during  the  year  v^as  thirteen  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  This 
reduction  in  numbers  was  chiefly  due  to  the  long  time  lag  between  the  receipt 
of  an  order  for  the  v/ork  by  the  tradesman  and  its  completion.  Thirty  one  of 
these  conversions  were  carried  out  an  a voluntary  basis  and  the  remainder  after 
the  service  of  Statutory  Hotices, 

Owing  to  recent  wage  increases,  the  cost  of  cleansing  earth  closets 
is  increasing.  It  is  imperative  therefore,  that  conversions  should  be  carried 
out  as  quickly  as  possible.  The  present  time  is  particularly  appropriate 
for  this,  as  the  mmiber  rf  now  houses  likely  to  be  completed  during  the  year 
will  be  less  than  in  previous  years,  when  the  number  of  earth  cloets  converted 
to  water  closets  has  been  counter-acted  by  the  new  houses  completed.  There  is 
ail  opportunity  in  1952  substantially  to  reduce  the  total  amount  of  work  required 
in  the  collection  of  nightsoil  and  house  refuse  by  converting  earth  closets  to 
water  closets  as  expeditiously  as  possible, 

REFUSE  COLLECTIOH  AHD  DISPOSAL 


A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year  in  spite  of  the  new  houses  which  were  completed.  This  was  made  possible 
by  re-organising  collection  rounds  as  closet  conversions  were  carried  out  and 
utilising  the  time  so  saved  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse. 


The  condition  of  the  Dam  Read  Tip  is  satisfactory.  Soil  for  covering.; 
the  refuse  was  obtained  during  the  year  and  the  system  of  mechanical  spreading; 
by  means  of  a light  bulldozer,  introduced  in  15)50,  was  successfully  continued, 

RODEITT  COITTRPL 

In  the  first  quarter  of  195l»  the  systematic  inspection  and  treatment 
of  premises,  which  was  commenced  in  1950,  was  completed.  Thereafter,  individuu 
infestations  were  dealt  with  upon  complaint. 


A further  routine  survey  of  those  piemisos  which  had  revealed  large 
infestations  in  1950  was  carried  cut  in  the  autumn  of  1951*  This  showed  a 
substantial  reduction  in  the  rat  population,  indicating  that  the  systematic 
treatment  has  been  worth  while,

The  main  car.oe  of  rat  infestation  in  dwelling-houses  has  been  found 
to  be  defective  drainage  systems.  Vhere  these  are  found  steps  are  taken  to 
repair  or  renew  them  as  necessary.  These  conditions  are  chiefly  found  in 
the  oldest  part  of  the  town  where  the  lack  of  manholes  on  the  main  sewerage 
system  makes  effective  control  of  rats  in  the  sewers  impossible. 
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
